DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE, 
SEED DEPARTMENT,

Owing to the lateness of the 
crops last year,together with early 
frosts and the consequent injury 
to a large amouut of grain throu- 
ghout the Province,it is necessary 
this year to have seed grain tested 
before sow ing. This applies par- 
ticularly to oats and barley, in 
which frost is often difficult to 
dtect. Quite frequently we find 
that plump, heavy oats have been 
seriously damaged for seed pur- 
poses. Furthermore, oats are 
more liable to serious injury. par- 
| ticularly ifthe frost catches them 
at an early stage; a frost of a 
few degrees often being sufficient 
to ruin oats for seed. Samples 
will be tested free of charge at the 
Seed Laboratory, Calgary, to 
which all communications should 
be addressed. Seed envelopes 
suitable for sending samples may

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FARMERS OF WEST MUST : 
> CHANGE SYSTEM OF FARMING 


Prof. Robertson Says that the Principle of Crop Rotation 
has been Ignored, and that Suf.icient Care has not 
been given to Selection of Seed 


Otawa, Ont.--A grave note of warn- 
ing against the present system of 
farming and the prevalence of weeds 
in Manitoba was sounded by Prof. J. 
W. Robertson, chairman of the royal 
technical education commission at 
the third annuel meeting of the com- 
mission of conservation. 

“Manitoba,” said Dr. Robertson, 
“could at one time be classified as a 
good farming province, but it is not 
entitled to such a classification to- 
day.” His investigation had covered 
mary farms throughout the province, 
and it was found that 46 per cent. of 
thore under Investigation showed a 
falling orf in their products during the 
past few years. The reason for this 
serious state of affairs was, said Dr. 
Robertson, the fact that the principle 
of crop rotation had been ignored. A 
further reason was that seed was not 
sufficiently selected. The result of 
this was that wild oats had increased 
throughout the province more than 
one hundred per cent. within the past 
few years. Such a hold bad it gained, 
indeed, that it had become a menace 
to the country in so far that it had 
‘threatened to force certain farmers 
to give up their land and leave the 
district. 

An alarming Increase of the weed 
was reported from all over the west. 
Dr. Robertson urged that the commis- 
sion use every effort to have some- 
thing practical done to remedy the 
evil, and advocated operating a few 
farms to demonstrate the advantage 
of the rotation of crops. 

Hon. Clifford Sifton chairman of 
the commission, advocated the devel- 
onment of peat throughout the parts 
of the country in which it was found. 
There were, no doubt, many  inter- 
ests which would strive to discourage 
the industry, but its development 


| would be a great factor in solving the 
juestion. In Ottawa peat would cost 
about two-thirds the price of the 
cheapest coal, and would be clean and 
satisfactory. 

One of the vitally important ques- 
tions in connection with the conserva: 
tlon of the natural resources of the 
Dominion was contained in a report 
by L. G. Denis, on “Certain Phases of 
the Water Powers of Canada.” Mr. 
Denis advocated a “power survey” of 
the Dominion, to the end that the 
amount and proportion of different 
kinds of power. such as steam, water, 
electric, and gas used in different lo- 
calities, with cost and other particulars 
relative to the various localities, 
might be ascertained. 

“It might also be well,” said Mr. 
Denis, “to obtain all possible !nforma- 
tion regarding water power sites 
awned by private individuals or cor- 
porations, but not being developed. 
These should be investigated, and rea- 
sons found for the non-development.” 

Mr. Denis further advocated the es- 
tablishment of gauging stations in 
streams. At present, hls report states, 
there are few streams in Canada on 
which artificial storage or conserva- 
tion is being practiced, probably be- 
ante it has not yet became commer- 
cially economical or necessary. But, 
jhe says, this cannot go on forever, 
and the time will come when the last 
site with an economical radius will 
have been secured, and conservation 
| of the stream will have to be resorted 
to in order to satisfy the demand for 
power. When the time comes to de- 
|velop intelligently a conservation 
scheme on any stream {ft will be nec- 
essary to possess a complete history of 
its flow, for a period of at least from 
ten to fifteen years. Gauging is im- 
| portant in order to obtain this data.

VALUABLE TIMBER DESTROYED | 


British Columbia Seeks Federal Aid 
to Check Railways in Scat- 
tering Sparks. 

Ottawa, Ont.—The destruction of 
millions of dollars worth of merchant- 


able timber throughout the uninhabit- 
ed areas of the British Columbia for- 
ests during recent years has awakened 


that province to the necessity of se-_ 


curing regulations whereby the de- 
vastation of forests may to a great 
degree be stopped. 

t has been generally realized that 
the two principal causes of forest 
fires are campers and railways. Laws 
against leaving camp fires burning 
are already on the statue books. But 
it Is conceded that the railways spread 
the most destruction, Traversing as 
they do the great lone stretches of un- 
inhabited timber areas, the sparks 
from their locomotives start numer- 
ous fires, which gain great headway 
before being detected. Too often, it 
is pointed out, the right-of-way is pil- 
ed thick with inflammable rubbish, 
which furnishes a tinder box for such 
conflagrations. The owners of de. 
stroyed property along the line find 
it almost impossible even under the 
existing laws to get damages from the 
railway company, so difficult ts it to 
fix the responsibility and so expensive 
is the process of litigation. 

Even though damages are acquired, 
the harm done to the natural forests 
cannot for years be remedied. In con- 
sequence of this, the department of 
lands of British Columbia has made 
an application to the board of railway 
commissioners for an order “regulat- 
ing the operation of locomotives with 
regard to the spreading of forest fires 
upon adjacent lands In the dry season 
of the year.” 

The hearing has been set to take 
place at Ottawa on February 6, at 
10 o'clock. It is not a question of ob 
taining damages so much as it is a 
question of stopping the destruction 
of forests altogether which will be 
dealt with. 

Last year, under the recommenda- 
tion of the committee on forests of the 
commission of conservation, a clause 
was added to the Railway Act placing 
the burden of proof in connection 
with cases of damage upon the rail- 
way companies, and making them pe- 
cuniarily responsible. It is under this 
act that the railway commission will 
deal with the application. 

It is understood that the suggestions 
made by the British Columbia depart- 
ment of lands will be either that in the 
dry season the railways take greater 
precautions, or that they be asked to 
install oil-burning locomotives. 


Irish Church is Aroused 

Dublin, Ireland.—In connection with 
the campaign of resistance to Home 
Rule, the primate of all Ireland 
(Church of Ireland) the Most Rev. 
John Baptist Crozler, after consulting 
with the Archbishop of Dublin, the 
Most Rev. Joseph Peacock and other 
bishops, has resolved to call a special 
meeting of the synod of the Church of 
Ireland at Dublin on March 21, to con- 
sider the crisis. The general belief 
is that before this date the govern- 
ment will have presented the Home 
Rule Bill in parliament, so that its 
outlines will be in the hands of the 
synods.

PRIVILEGES OF HINDUS 


Government Has Taken No Action, 
Pending Outcome of Thorough 
Investigation 

Ottawa, Ont.~Negotiations between 
the government and the Hindu colony 
of Vancouver are, it is reported in a 
position of status quo at the present 
time, and it is anderstood that prac- 
tically no definite concession has been 
granted to the applicants for enlarged 
privileges. Any promise which has 
been made to the deputation which vis- 
ited Ottawa some time ago depends 
largely upon tuture developments in 
connection with the visit of Mr. Blair 
to the coast, and the result of a thor- 
vugh investigation being carried on 
by the minister of the interior. In 


| fact it was generally understood that 


any of the past negotiations through 
which the deputation gained any de- 
gree of solace were practically of a 
tentative nature. It 1s undestood that 
the investigation at the coast conduct- 
ed by Mr. Blair has not strengthened 
the claims of the Hindus to any great 
extent. It is further evident that 
many of the concessions granted by 
the government will be bitterly oppos- 
ed by coast members in the house. 
It is pointed out that the granting of 
any of the privileges asked for will 
he merely a step toward granting the 
Hindu people of the coast equal rights 
with other British subjects) This ts 
not considered to be at all desirable 
by the members from that part of the 
Dominion.

| OD OF RAISING MONEY 


Bank Notes of the New Chinese Re- 
public May be Purchased from Rev- 
olutionary Agents for Exactly Half 
Their Face Vaiue—Thousands Have 
Been Sold to Chinese in Canada. 


Vancouver, B. C.—Combining two 
of the strongest passions of Orientals 
patriotism and love of the game of 
chance, the new Chinese republic is 
| insuring co-operation and loyalty of 
its subjects on the Pacific coast in a 
| very ingenius manner. Incidentally the 
sinews of war are being provided. Al 
most every son of the flowery king 
dom in this country is carrying around 
with him the equivalent of a ticket 
; marked “two to one on Dr. Sun Yat 
| Sen,” for the amount of $10 or up- 
| wards In the shape of a bank note of 
|the new Chinese Republic, which ts 
bought from revolutionary agents for 
exactly half its face value. 

The note is of the same sive and 
| general appearance of our own bank 
| notes, printed on bank note paper 
with the usual fine engraved lines and 
patterns of a background) On one 
side the lines are broken with a blue 
flag showing a white cun in the 
centre, and the words “The Chung 
| Hwa Republic” above it in English 
letters. Beneath the flag is the In- 
| scription “promise to pay to the bear- 
| er ten dollars in gold on its formation 
at the State Treasury or its agents 
abroad.”

| Vaults Beneath Buckingham Palace 
| Are Littered with Valuables 


| Beneath Buckingham Palace are two 
treasure vaults where are stored the 
treasures of the King and Queen for 
| which ho room can be found in the 
| apartments of any of the royal resi 
derces, sone of which already are al- 
‘most inconveniently overcrowded 
| with valuable ornaments in the way 
of antique works of art, statuary, 
china and gold and silver ornaments 
of various kinds. 

The royal treasure vaults are fire 
and damp proof, and are now lighted 
with electric light. Each is entered 


by a double door; each door consists of | 


a slab of solid steel three inches thick,

the doors are set on steel rails and) 


open in the centre; when unlocked 
they can be glided easily and noise- 
lessly to the right or left. 

| The keys of the vaults are held by 
the King’s private secretary. In one 
of the vaults are stored large pieces 
of old furniture, some of which is of 
immense value, such, for example, as 
a huge old Sheraton sideboard with 
the royal arms inlaid in the centre 
which ts one of the most perfect ex- 
amples of inlay work extant. The 


| sideboard, ff sold in the market would 
certainly not fetch less than ten 
thousand guineas. 

There are many large statues, a 


number of enormous pictures, and a 
; Breat deal of big bronze work in the 
vaults, but none of these are of es- 
pecially high value. They are largely 
the works of modern artists, many 
of them Germans of but mediocre 
reputation from whom the late King 
| consented to receive samples of their 


work, and they would be out of place | 


among the fine works of art to be 
\seen in the various apartments about 
the royal residence, even If there was 
,room for them. 

The smaller of the two treasure 
vaults which has a floor space of about 
twenty feet square is several times 
‘smaller than the larger one, but its 
contents are infinitely more valuable. 
Here are stored thousands of pounds’ 
worth of old gold and silver o.na 
| ments of all sor:s) ‘Theve are bund 
reds of chains, watches, 
figures, models of animals and birds 
{of many kinds, and models of ships. 
This wealth of gold and silver is ar- 
ranged on shelves covered with purple 
velvet with which the vault is lined. 
Many of these valuables are presents 
of the late King and Queen or to their 
present Majesties from various for- 


and from time to time some of them 
are piaced in the royal apartments 
to take the place of similar orna- 
ments which are then removed to the 
treasure vaults. 
| The treasures are all most carefully 
| catalogued, and the catalogue is from 
e to time checked over by an of- 
ficial in the secretarial department. 
| In the smaller vault ts also stored the 
collection of tapestries which the 
Queen specially values and which Her 
Majesty has brought together. There

FATTED SHEEP | 


Tails of the Syrian Breed Weigh Ten! 
to Fifteen Pounds 

It has been suggested that in the! 
sheep-fattening process, which is com-| 
mon in the vicinity of Damascas, one 
might be able to trace the original 
meaning of the Biblical phrase, “tbe 
fatted calf.” Mrs. McInto~h thus de- 
scribes the process In her buok, “Dam- 
ascus”: 

“The sheep differ from ours. When 
we show pictures of the latter to the 
natives they ask what animals they 
are. They miss the enormous tails of 
the Syrian sheep, in which the fat of 
the body seems to concentrate, and 
which, after skinning and preparing, 
often weigh ten to fifteen pounds, 

“Early In the summer the head of 
each family buys or sets apart one, 
two or three sheep, according to his 
rank in life of his wealth. The women 
and children devote themselves with 
great zeal to fattening these sheep. 
The children fill large baskets with 
mulberry leaves and carry them to 
their mothers. These several times | 
a day and also in the night take little 
wooden stools and sit up by the sheep. 
With one hand tl.ey keep the sheep's 
mouth epen; with the other they cram 
in the leaves, forcing them down the 
throat. 

“Twice a day the sheep are led to! 


| the village fountain to drink, and their 


coats are frequently washed. About 
the end of September the work of the 
women and children comes to an end.

LOOKING AFTER EMPLOYEES 


C.P.R. Provides Home Comforts for 
Trainmen at Important Points 
When off Duty. 


ement of some importance 
by officials of the 


Anannot 
Was made rece nitly 
Dining and Sleeping Car Department 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway A 
short time ago there was opened by 
the C PR at Winnipeg a building for 
the use of cmployees of this Depart- 
ment while on the various runs | 
through Winnipeg. The object of the 
company was to provide accomodation 
for its employees coming on or off its 
trains, Under old conditions em- 
ployees on trains through Winnipeg 
had to seek board and lodging at 
hotels or private houses. This was 
somewhat dificult for the employees 
who arrived at various houwa and 
whose stay was short in the city. The 
erection of the new building by the 


CPR. changed this state of affairs as 
the employees went to the CPR 
Suilding when off duty, and there, 


found the very best accommodation at 
n very low rate” Being an innovation 
on American Railways this new step 


in welfare work has been closely 
watched by the railway world. Since 
the scheme has turned out to be a 


big success it was stated by the C.P.R. 
officials that the work would be ex 
tended) According to information giv- 
en out it is the intention of the railway 
to erect similar buildings to that) et 
Winnipeg, at all important points 
from Coast to coast. Those buildings 
will not be all erected at once, but it 
is intended to eventually extend the 
echeme to affect the whole system 
This will be a big expenditure of 
money but the C.P_R. believes that as 
@ result, its service to the public will 
be rendered even more efficient than 
it is at present 

There are more benefits to be de 
rived from the innovation than the 
mere providing of good accomodation 
In the first place, it ensures that in 
cases of especial necessity the rail- 
way will be able to secure crews for 
its trains on short notice and in the 
second place, since sanitary rules are 
enforced it ensures that the public 
shall always have clean, tidy, sober 
men to wait on them 

The building erected by the C_P.R.| 
at Winnipeg is a two storied one, 
built something like an ordinary pri- 
vate house, having a verandah, garden 
and lawn Inside there are reading 
rooms, smoking rooms, billiard rooms 
etc, and there are also shower and 
plunge baths. The house is in charge 
of a competent manager and from 
statements made by the employees. it 
is. gathered that they are more than 
satisfied with the new arrangement.
